Steven Jones 
receives grant 

Dr. Steven E. Jones, a former Sierra Madre 
resident and now an assistant professor of physics 
at Brigham Young University in Provo, Utah, has 
received a $352,71 1 grant from the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Energy to be used in the study of a new 
approach to nuclear fusion called muon-catalyzed 
fusion. 

Jones, who joined the BYU faculty this fall 
after working at the Idaho National Engineering 
Laboratory, has been conducting the research for 
the DOE since 1982. 

Muons are subatomic particles similar to elec¬ 
trons but 207 times heavier. 

“In traditional approaches to nuclear fusion, 
hydrogen isotopes are heated to temperatures ap¬ 
proaching or exceeding those found in the sun,” 
Jones said. “The fusion reaction tlien occurs, re¬ 
leasing energy. In the 1940s, it was hypothesized 
that an elementary particle known as a muon could 
catalyze fusion so that it could proceed at ‘cold’ 
temperatures — such as room temperature.” 

The professor said interest in the research was 
revived a few years ago when Soviet scientists 
began working on a reasonance mechanism whereby 
the “cold fusion” reaction would go very quickly. 
They argued that it could be possible to achieve 
up to 110 fusion reactions per muon. 

Jones’ research has achieved up to nearly 200 
fusions per muon with even higher yields antici¬ 
pated. “We are discovering data favorable to long¬ 
term energy applications,’’ the physicist said. 
“While power production by means of muon- 
catalyzed ‘cold’ fusion isn’t an immediate pos¬ 
sibility, it could become economical in the future.” 

Three other BYU professors in the Dcparimcm 
of Physics and.A.stronomy are participating in the 
research with Jones, as well as one from the 
chemistry department. 

Jones, a son of L. Earl and Adren Jones of 
Sierra Madre, graduated in 1967 from Bellevue 
High School in Wash., where he was a 4.0 
student, a National Merit Semi-Finalist and a mem-

He is married to Le/lee Chaptnan atid they 
have six children. Jones lias served in numerous 
positions In the eluirch, inehiding a counselor in a 
bishopric.

Following a Monday afternoon fire with 
damage estimated in excess of $75,()(X), Sierra Madre 
Fire Inspector Bill Kramer told The News, “The 
fire department is eurrently considering actively 
pursuitig tile suppression cost cstitiiated to be over 
$3000 against ilie owner (of the apartment building) 
and contractor.” 

The fire involved four units of the 13-unit 
apartment liouse at 73 Fsperan/a owned by Yung 
Park of Bradbury. Cause of the fire was “gross 
negligence,” Kramer says. 

“It was an illegal roofitig operation with con¬ 
currence of the contractor, Theresa Garcia, of 
Duarte, and the owner of the building, Mrs. Park. 

I hey decided to reroof the apartment building atid 
they didn’t pull permits or obtaiti a city business 
licettse. Ihe tar pot providing tar to apply to the 
roof was illegally parked too close to the build- 
ine. Malfunction of the kettle was human cause. 


In trying to extinguish the flatiie, water was dumped 
on the petroleum distillate product, causing the 
pot to explode. Maniing tar shot against the garage 
of the builditig starting the fire,” Kramer reports. 

Kramer says there was no actual structural 
damage inside but there was considerable damage 
outside, riiere was heavy smoke damage. 

“The fire department was able to save a major¬ 
ity of ttie inside of the units,” Kramer says. 
I here were no itijuries. 

Hie Siena Madre Volunteer Fire Department 
was called at 2:08 p.m. with 33 firemen respond¬ 
ing. Tliey returned to the station at 5:14 p.m. 

Four couples from the four apartment units 
were displaced and the Red Cross put them up part 
of this week. 

Arcadia Fire Department Batallion Chief John 
Clarke responded with Truck 31 to assist iti ex- 
timiuishini! tlie fire.

Let’s breathe — 
not smoke 

Today, Thursday, Nov. 21, is the Great 
American Smokeout — “a day for quit¬ 
ters.” 

This is the day when the nation’s 
54 million smokers are encouraged to kick 
the habit for at least 24 hours, just to 
prove to themselves that quitting is pos¬ 
sible. 

As a special bonus, there will be 
many of those who will never go back to 
the life-threatening habit that is respon¬ 
sible for 340,000 deaths from diseases 
linked to smoking each year. That rep¬ 
resents one in every seven deaths in the 
United States. 

Cigarette smoking is responsible for 
83% of all the lung cancer deaths in the 
nation. This year lung cancer will surpass 
breast cancer as the leading killer of 
women. 

Cigarette smoking is a significant 
factor in other cancers as well; cancer of 
the esophagus, larynx, pharynx, bladder, 
pancreas. And it has also been linked to 
some cases of cervical cancer. 

In 1984, 5.4 million smokers, about 
10% of the nation’s smokers, succeeded 
in quitting for the day. About 20.4 million 
participated in the Great American Smoke¬ 
out last year. 

Approximately 3.1 million were not 
smoking up to five days later. 

A day without smoke is a day with 
sunshine, say the non-smokers who have 
a day off from the pollution of the smoke 
of their neighbors. 

This might be the chance for us all to 
breathe a little easier — without the fumes 
of smoke. 

Let’s all get smoking behind us for at 
least one day. Let’s join in the Great Ame¬ 
rican Smokeout. 

No pot, 
no pain 

The American Lung Association of 
Los Angeles County are warning all youth 
not to let their lungs go to pot. That’s 
about as straightforward as they can get 
in warning youth about smoking mari¬ 
juana. 

Assemblyman Dick Mountjoy has al¬ 
so joined in the fight against clove ci¬ 
garettes, a product that has penetrated 
the teen smoking market in the last year 
or two. 

Research indicates that clove cigar¬ 
ettes — which are 60% tobacco plus 
additives including clove oil — have long¬ 
term effects at least as serious as all¬ 
tobacco cigarettes. In addition, authori¬ 
ties say clove cigarettes may cause im¬ 
mediate lung damage. 

While clove cigarettes do not produce 
the mind-altering effects of marijuana, 
some smokers report an oral anesthetic 
effect which can lead to heavier smok¬ 
ing of all-tobacco cigarettes. 

There are no safe cigarettes, say the 
authorities.

It seems that I have overheard many 
people in pet stores state that they could not 
own anything other than a pedigreed dog or 
cat. 1 have often wondered why someone who 
wasn’t intent on showing or breeding should 
insist on a pedigree. Some folks say that it’s 
a form of status (yes, people actually admit 
this) and others say that pedigrees are healthier 
or that they want to be assured that their pet 
will be attractive as an adult. 1 would like to 
make an argument for taking a more dif¬ 
ferent view when selecting a pet. For those 
people who would like a household pet the 
primary concern should be selecting the breed 
of dog or cat which will be complementary 
to your lifestyle. In the long run, proper 
matching will make you and your pet happy. 

Identifying the greed lakes some time and 
precludes those spontaneous purchases of the 
forlorn pup or kitten in the pet store window. 
Reading books and talking to pet owners can 
give you some valuable insight into the tem¬ 
perament of different breeds. Equally impor¬ 
tant is to become familiar with the adult size 
of any pet which you are considering. 

Once you have in mind the breed(s) 
which you feel are most appropriate, you are 
now faced with where to adopt your pet. I 
am an advocate of adopting from the humane 
.society (dog pound) because those animals have 
such a slim chance of making it into a loving 
home. You can find purbred animals as well 
as mixed and youngsters as well as adults. 
There is a huge selection of pets from which 
to choose, and through adoption you play a 
large part in giving a home to a pet who might 
otherwise never have one. 

Regardless of the source, a pet’s health is 
impossible to guarantee. It is not uncommon 
for dogs to catch “kennel cough” in the dog 
pound, simply because they are in such close 
quarters to each other. This is simple to cure, 
but does require a visit to the vet. Some pet 
stores claim that iheir pets have had vac¬ 
cinations, whereas pound adoptions will need 
those. On the other hand, most humane 
society agencies offer a refund on the adop¬ 
tion fee if you have your pet vaccinated and 
spayed or neutered. So in essence, you get 
your pet free, whereas otherwise you could 
pay a high price for your pet. 

Of course, the most rewarding experience 
is to know you have saved a life. If you get 
a mixed pup, you also have the element of 
surprise when it comes to the eventual ap¬ 
pearance. I have adopted two dogs, one as an 
adult kceshound, but the other as a young 
cockapoo. Both dogs are wonderful, but the 
cockapoo has evolved into a long creature 
who resembles a black seal. 1 think she must 
have dachshund genes and should have been 
labeled a dachapoo. But no matter, her ap¬ 
pearance is comical and I appreciate the humor.

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Solar winds may 
affect intensity of 



Halley’s Comet 


By Jeff Miedema 


Asoka Mcndis, a research physicist at UCSD’s 
Center for Astrophysics and Space Sciences, be¬ 
lieves that the solar winds emitted from the sun’s 
surface can cause fluctuating brightness of Halley’s 
Comet. 

Solar w'inds are charged particles that travel 
billions of miles into space. They can travel from 
200 to 4(X) miles per second in gusts such as our 
own winds. 

Depending on the winds’ velocity, Halley’s 
Comet will appear brighter at times of the least 
wind to strike the solid, frozen hunk of gases, 
water and dust. 

Many scientists refer to Halley’s Comet as a 
dirty snowball racing through space. As it comes 
into contact with the sun’s atmosphere, it begins 
to vaporize, creating the spectacular tail behind the 
frozen mass.
